Britain will Have a rare 
chance in the final months of 
this year of’ influencing pro- 
gress throughout the European 
Community towards eliminating 
the most criticized forms of fac- 
tory farming. 

When meetings of the EEC 
council of farm ministers re- 
sume late in September, Mr 
Peter Walker, Minister of AEFI 
culture, will take the chair until 
the end of the year. That role 
will give him authority to write 
the ministers’ agenda. 

Members of the Commons 
.Select Committee on Agricul- 
ture have given him six. months 
to produce evidence of advance 
throughout the Community 
against cruelty to calves, chic- 
.kens and Es. Meanwhile, the 
anima! welfare lobby led by 2 
Roral Society for the Preven- 
ROM of Cruelty to Animals will 
tımpaign at Westminster for 
the select committees sug- 
gested reforras to be written 
into British law. 

They include an end to 
grants for building factory 
farms, a ban on exclusively 
liquid’ feeds for calves, better 
goverrment-backed training in 
welfare for farmworkers and 
regular farm inspections by 
state veterinary surgeons. 

The select committee’s report 
is one of the most ra 
official documents about farm 
animal welfare to be publisked 
in Britain. It marks an impor-. 

rant victory for the disorganized 
iors of the animal welfare 
Jobb over the ' highly disci- 
plined p polirica! machines of the 
armers' unions. 

The committee concluded 
after taking evidence for eight 
months that ministries respon- 
sible for agriculture were much 

more interested in yields and 
profit than in welfare. “We 
have a feeling that welfare is 
stil! regarded as a tiresome Com» 
plication engendered by vocal 
senimentalists who need to be 
placated at minimum cost to 
producers’ profits”, the Con- 
servaüiyve and Labour MPs on 
the select committee observed.

Strawberry ae 


Last week Ken Muir, the soft 
fruit grower, sent us a basket £ 
a new strawberry ~— ‘Hapil’, a 
Belgian variety that is rapidly 
gaining favour with comercial 
growers in Britain and on the 
Continent because it is quite a 
large strawberry, _ of firm 
texture, it does not bruise easily 
and it gives a very good croP. 

We liked its flavour — not so 
sharp as Royal Sovereign’ and 
ahle to “stand on its own feet”; 
that is, It needs very little 
sugar. The fruits are not so 
large as those of ‘Grandee’ but 
Ken Muir says it gives, in total, 
a heavier yield. 


I will certainly grow a row or 
two of “Hapil bur I will still 
grow some ‘Grandee’ because 
the first fruits on maiden (one 
year c1d) plants can be as big as 
a duck's 8£ — three inches 
across and three ounces im 
weight — and they have a very 
gnod sweet flavour. I take a 
Childish delight in giving visi 
tnrs nne or two of these 
en2rrmous fruits.
